tion to, and throogh the recommendation of,
tbe French Miniswer of Forelgn Affairs.

MEETING OF LAWYERS THIS MORNING.

The Recent Bradley Meeting Disowned.

Goneral Sheridan Removed.

Wasmveron, August 20.—A meeting of
about thirty members of the bar of the Dis-
trict of Columbia was held at the Court House
this morning,

Hon. F. P. Stanton, on taking the ohair, to
which he was called, gaid:—"This assembling
was mot for the purpose of expressing an
opinion as to the recent trial of Surratt, or any
thing of a political oharacler. It was un-
donbtedly the duty of the lawyer to protect
his ¢lient, but he should mot gn to extrems
lengthe, When he saw the law was admin-
istered, his duty ceased. It ssemed strange to
him that in & trial where svery word was taken
down and printed for the use of counsel, and
when exceptions to the rulings vould so readily
be taken, there should have besn any inter-
ruptions of the harmonious feelings which
should always exist between the Bench and
the Bar."

A committes was appointed, who reported a
series of resolutions quoting the order of Judge
Fisher striking the name of Joseph 1. Brad-
ley, 8r., from the rell of the Court, and de-
claring that the meeting of oertain gentlomen
hield on the 12th instant, to take action on the
subjeot, was not a meeting of the Bar, disap-
provizf of the irregular or extraordinary
methods of reviewing the orders or judgments
of the Court: for, in the words of a dis-
tingnished author, “If a judge make an
error, it can be correcled in a supe-
rior court.” To seek to accomplish the
object in any other manner is unprofes-
sional, It was a grave error to suppose that
the rights of attorneys could be maintained by
personal vituperation or phyasical violance.
On the contrary, these rights should be se-
cured according to the rules of decorum, re-
finement, and profeasional courtesy.

The resolutions also assert the propriety of
the courts punishing for contempt, aud endors-
ing the language of the late Chief Justice
Branch on the subject.

After debate, in which Messrs. Riddle,
Thompeon, Mussey, and others participated,
the resolutions were adopted, and the meeting
adjourned,

The guilt of the offender, in thus wilfall
digregarding the provisions of paragraph 8,
General Orders 32, probibiting such anlawfal
distinetions, is confessed and proved. So long
a8 the laws imposed civil and political disabili-
ties becanse of servitnde or color, common
carriers were permitted to enforce the same
digerimination among passengers. Such dis-
abilities and usages have ceased, with slavery,
to have any legal sanction. Whatever belongs
of common right to citizens necessarily fol-
lows the recognition of the blacks as citizens
and belongs to them.

The obligation of the common carrier iz de-
fined by a jurist of anthority as follows:—-‘If
he carry passengers, he must receive all who
offer, treat all alike, umless there be
actual and suflicient reason for the distinotion,
as in the flithy appearance, dangerons oondi-
tion, or misconduct of a passenger.” (Par-
sons on Mercantile Law, p. 207.) The obser-
vance of these rules has been enjoined by
orders from these headquarters daily published
for the information and guidanoe of all con-
cerned, and violations of the regulation thus
established must be apJ)reprimly unished,
